Government figures cited by 


Rep. Clement J. Zablocki, D- 
Wis., whose foreign affairs 
subcommittee recently looked 
into chemical and biological 


warfare, showed more than five 
million acres have been sprayed 
with the defoliant in Vinetnam 
since 1962. 


In 1968 alone, the Agriculture 


Department paid farmers a 
total of $8.8 million for brush and 
weed control on more than 2.6 
million acres. Most of it involved 
2, 4, 5-T, according to officials. 


Records show payments and 


acres sprayed have increased 
steadily under the program 
during recent years, and of- 
ficials say privately that needs 
will continue to be great. 


Under the program, farmers 


can get up to half their costs 
paid by the government • for 
carrying out approved con- 


servation practices. Among 
them are two involving brush 
and weed control, mainly by 
applying chemical herbicides.

For This We Must Fight 


The flurry of objections from the nation's press and news 


broadcasters over subpoenas of newsmen's notes and files in a 
Chicago Grand Jury investigation are based on a real danger. The 
very existence of the democratic form of government is based on 
ready access to the facts on the conduct of public affairs. Anything 
that impedes a thorough gathering of all the facts and opinions 
relating to matters of public importance is a threat that outweighs 
any contribution to justice that might result from forceful 
disclosure of sources in any individual case. 


Each case must be considered on its own merits, of course. But it 


must be up to the newsmen to make the decisions. For the courts to 
be able to step in at will and make public what has been obtained in 
confidence would quickly dry up an important and continuing 
source of information. The wealth of tips, sidelights, background 
material and general clarification of matters affecting the public 
that is obtained in confidence is enormous. Its continued flow must 
not be tampered with. 


It must be realized that it is not the press, but the public which is 


endangered by this attempt to make the press an arm of law en- 
forcement. The press must never be an arm of law enforcement. 
The press must never be an arm of any government agency — or of 
any private interest devoted to anything other than an impartial 
gathering of the news and honest comment on it. 


The press must now and for all time be independent. For this we 


must fight.

She did something about it, and thereby will 
undoubtedly save her community considerable money. 


The incident came about because Mrs. Goodmacher, enrolled in 


a course on local government at Diablo Valley College, began 
wondering why she was paying taxes both to the small San Ramon 
Water District and the large East Bay Municipal Utility District. 


She learned the San Ramon district was formed in 1956 to pass a 


bond issue and because the bond debt still existed, so did the 
district, although it no longer carried out any operations. 


That didn't satisfy her. She began asking why the district still has 


an office, a secretary, an attorney, five expenses-paid directors, 
and $5,050 annual operating costs. Her teacher told her that if she 
wanted to do something, three signatures from land owners in the 
district could force a bearing on dissolution. With her engineer- 
geologist husband lending encouragement, she got eight neighbors 
to sign a petition calling for turning over to the county government 
the chore of collecting taxes to pay off the bonds. She said county 
officials told her the job could be assumed without any special 
expense. 


Suprisingly, she said, none of the district directors objected when 


she appealed to the Local Agency Formation Commission, which 
adopted a recommendation of dissolution and sent it to the Contra 
Costa County Board of Supervisors for a final decision. Not only 
would the operating costs be disposed of, she said, but directors 
volunteered that the district had a reserve fund of $46,000 which 
might be applied to retirement of the debt. 


That kind of interest in public affairs, and constructiveifollow- 


through is worth a lot more than loud-voiced complaints. Efficient 
local government is a result of vigilant scrutiny of its operations.

WASHINGTON — For 40 


years, sludge from sewage 
plants in the New York area has 
been hauled by barge outside 
New York harbor and dumped 
unceremoniously into the ocean. 


Now an alarming new report 


has shown that the practice — 
which is widespread along 
America's coastal areas — has 
destroyed all sea life for miles 
around the dumping point. 


The study lends credence to 


the warnings of ecologists that 
the increasing use of the ocean 
as a national waste dump could 
eradicate all life in the country's 
coastal waters within a half- 
century. 


The report was commissioned 


by the Army Engineers to 
determine whether licenses 
should continue to be granted 
for offshore dumping around 
New York and other coastal 
cities. 


The study also found that the 


offshore dumping of muck, 
dredged from harbor channels 
and river bottoms in the New 
York area, has an equally 
devastating effect on marine 
life. 


The sewage sludge is solid 


residue from 19 metropolitan 
New York waste-treatment 
plants. More than four million 
tons of it are emptied into the 
Atlantic every year at a point 
about seven miles from both the 
New Jersey and Long Island 
shores. 


Ordinarily, these 
waters 


would be teeming with shellfish 
and other sea life. But the 
researchers found that in a 14- 
square-mile area around the 
dumping point, most marine life 
has vanished. 


In one five-square-mile area, 


there was no sign of life what- 
soever. Even durable varieties 
of sea worms, which normally 
survive in polluted water, had 
been killed off. 


The report found further that 


marine life had been virtually 
wiped out in still another five- 
square-mile area where muck 
dredged from nearby harbor 
and river bottoms had been 
deposited. 


This information comes at a 


time when both industries and 
municipalities are looking in- 
creasingly toward the oceans as 
a possible cheap solution to the 
pollution problems that have 
turned the nation's inland 
waters into open sewers. 


If the damage to sea life from 


sludge, which is at least par- 
tially treated, can be so severe, 
then raw sewage from industrial 
plants and city sewers poses an 
even greater threat.

Actually, he swung his club 


more heavily than did the lob- 
byists, themselves.

legislation," he s.aid after 
hearing detailed evidence of the 
need for legislation, indeed, 
even after some of the lobbyists 
had agreed to go along with the 
bill. 


"There has been a lack of any 


showing of a necessity for any 
legislation of this sort," he 
remarked smack in the face of 
SEC 
testimony 
on 
the 


misleading, 
confusing 
and 


fleecing of unsuspecting in- 
vestors. 


"I want to see a showing 


where 
someone 
has

abused," he complained after 
the SEC had told of how some 
funds siphoned off 50 per cent of 
the investor's first year's 
payments as "sales com- 
missions." 


Fletcher Thompson's small- 


investor constituents may want 
to read for themselves these and 
many more of his statements in 
the 972-page record — instead of 
his public relations bombast 
about what he does for fund 
buyers.

Fashions Check Out

Back in 1968 Robert Wagner, 


who was Mayor of New York, 
refused Ibn Saud the routine 
reception to 'which visiting 
heads of state are traditionally 
entitled. The following year, 
Mayor Wagner presided over an 
enormous affair in honor of 
Nikita Khrushchev, who was 
head of the Soviet state. 


There 
were 
those 
who 


remarked the anomaly. Myself, 
for instance "Last year" (I 
wrote in National Review), 
"Mayor Wagner ostentatiously 
announced his refusal to greet 
Ibn Saud on the grounds that Ibn 
Saud discriminates against 
Jews in Saudi Arabia. Now, as 
everybody 
knows, 
Nikita 


Khrushchev 
not 
only 


discriminates against Jews, he 
kills them. On the other hand, he 
does much the same thing to 
Catholics and Protestants. 
Maybe that is why Mayor 
Wagner has consented to honor 
Khrushchev: 
Khrushchev 


murders people without regard 
to race, color, or creed. . . and 
therefore, whatever he is guilty 
of, 
he 
is 
not 
guilty of 


discrimination." 
Whatever Mr. John Lindsay's 
dedication to a New Politics in 
1965, 
it did not carry over to 


extending the routine courtesies 
to King Ibn Saud's brother and 
successor, King Faisal when he 
came to town in 1966. The same 
boycott was promulgated. And 
now Mayor Lindsay has an- 
nounced that he will boycott the 
President of France, who has 
helped the Arabs, who are at 
war with Israel. 


At this rate, after the next 


election, Mr. Lindsay will refuse 
to receive the head of a state 
that helps any state that helps 
the Arabs to hurt the Jews— but 
not, that would mean he would 
able to tender 
the court- 


tesies of the City to 
the 


President of the United States. 
We have helped France in the 
past and continue to do so: in- 
deed, we share a major treaty 
with the French, the Atlantic 
Pact. 


What rounds off thi paradox is 


that a typical week does not go 
by without Mr. Lindsay's en- 
tertaining or being entertained 
by some" functionary of the 
Soviet Union. Granted, it is not 
possible to bring Mayor Lindsay 
into dudgeon, any more than his 
predecessor, for what the Soviet 
Union does routinely to the 
freedom of the Czechs or 
Hungarians or Rumanians or 
Poles or whoever. But the same 


Soviet Union is almost single- 
handedly responsible for arming 
the Arabs, who went to war 
against Israel in 1967 armed by 
an estimated two billion dollars 
worth of Soviet military hard- 
ware. 


By contrast, 
the French 


commitment to Libya is for one 
hundred million dollars. But, 
you see, it is unfashionable to be 
anti-Communist in New York, 
and fashionable to be pro-Israel. 
So that the one negative fashion 
more or less balances the other 
positive fashion, and they check 
themselves out. On the other 
hand, being anti-French is not 
particularly unfashionable, to 
say nothing of being anti-Arab. 
So the mayor, feeding all of the 
political prejudices 
into the 


computer, comes out with a 
boycott of Pompidou. 


A thought or two: 
1) Those of us who hoped 14 


years ago that Israel would 
reach Cairo, who deplored the 
assassination of King Faisal II 
of Iraq, who have applauded 
Bourguiba's moderation, 
and 


cheered the Israeli victory of 
1967, feel safe in observing that 
the boycott of Pompidou under 
the circumstances is just plain 
stupid. 


In the first place it will not 


affect French policy. In the 
second place it neglects to un- 
derstand 
what Pompidou is 


plainly up to. He is concerned to 
do two things. One is to secure 
France's interest in Lubyan oil. 
Second, Pompidou is attempting 
to persuade the Mideast to 
lessen its reliance on Soviet 
arms, in preference for French 
arms, intending, that way, to 
reassert 
a 
western, 
and 


presumably more benign in- 
fluence 
on Mideast politics, 


from 
which Israel would 


ultimately profit. 


2) Jewish leaders in New York 


City should surely speak out 
against the vulgarization of 
diplomacy by Mr. Lindsay. "I do 
not think it is fitting that our 
great city pay .homage to a 
foreign president who displayed 
such contempt for world peace," 
commented 
Congressman 


Podell of Brooklyn. Can anyone 
imagine his saying the same 
thing if the French had just 
finished sending one hundred 
million dollars worth of jet 
planes 
to -Israel? 
It 
is 


humiliating for a proud people to 
be treated to the social and 
diplomatic 
equivalent 
of 


currying favor by eating blint- 
zes.

The 
diagnosis of allergy demands 
very exact medical reasoning-, 
because 
so 
many 
strange 


symptoms can 
be caused by 
this disorder. 


A vast a- 


mount of new 
scientific 
in- 


formation 
is 


constantly be- 
ing- added to 
that which we 
know about al- 
lergy, and yet 
vast areas are 
still unknown. 


Many terms are confusing 


to people who are allergic. 
Perhaps they can gain a better 
insight into their condition by 
an understanding of what al- 
lergy really is. 


In general, an allergic per* 


son is on? who is either born 
with or acquires an unusual 
reaction to a substance that 
he might eat, smell, inhale, or 
be in contact with. Any one of 
many offending substances are 
known as antigens. 


A shock organ is one that 


is affected by an irritating or 
offending antigen. The nose is 
a shock organ for sufferers of 
hay fever. The skin is the or- 
gan affected by hives. The in- 
testines are the shock organ* 
affected in some cases of co- 
litis. The lungs are the shock 
organs in asthma. 


An antibody is the substance 


which is manufactured by the 
body when an antigen or of- 
fender enters it. 


The reaction between the 


antigen and the antibody caus- 
es some change in the shock 
organ and produces, the symp- 
toms of allergy. 
' 


It is apparent, therefore, 


that the offending antigen 
must be eliminated if the 
symptoms ar* to be dimin- 
ished. Sometimes It can be 
found and, by a process of de- 
acMltiaaUon, the pattont may 
be relieved of the 
complaints.

For This W e M ust Fight 


The flurry of objections from the nation’s press and news 
broadcasters over subpoenas of newsmen's notes and files in a 
Chicago Grand Jury investigation are based on a real danger The 
very existence of the democratic form of government is based on 
ready access to the facts on the conduct of public affairs. Anything 
that impedes a thorough gathering of all the facts and opinions 
relating to m atters of public importance is a threat that outweighs 
any contribution to justice that might result from forceful 
disclosure of sources in any individual case 


Each case must be considered on its own merits, of course But it 
must be up to the newsmen to make the decisions For the courts to 
be able to step in at will and make public what has been obtained in 
confidence would quickly dry up an important and continuing 
source of information. The wealth of tips, sidelights, background 
material and general clarification of matters affecting the public 
that is obtained in confidence is enormous. Its continued flow must 
not be tampered with. 


It must be realized that it is not the press, but the public which is 
endangered by this attempt to make the press an arm of law en­ 
forcement The press must never be an arm of law enforcement. 
The press must never be an arm of any government agency — or of 
any private interest devoted to anything other than an impartial 
gathering of the news and honest comment on it. 


The press must now and for all time be independent. For this we 
must fight. 


W e N e e d M a n y M o re Like Her 


This country would be better off for a lot more citizens like Mrs 
Seymour Goodmacher of Walnut Creek. She didn’t just note 
something that didn’t make sense and perhaps tell her husband or 
the neighbors about it. She did something about it, and thereby will 
undoubtedly save her community considerable money. 


The incident came about because Mrs. Goodmacher, enrolled in 
a course on local government at Diablo Valley College, began 
wondering why she was paying taxes both to the small San Ramon 
Water District and the large East Bay Municipal Utility District. 


She learned the San Ramon district was formed in 1956 to pass a 
bond issue and because the bond debt still existed, so did the 
district, although it no longer carried out any operations. 
That didn’t satisfy her. She began asking why the district still has 
an office, a secretan, an attorney, five expenses-paid directors, 
and $5.050 annual operating costs Her teacher told her that if she 
wanted to do something, three signatures from land owners in the 
district could force a hearing on dissolution. With her engineer- 
geologist husband lending encouragement, she got eight neighbors 
to sign a petition calling for turning over to the county government 
the chore of collecting taxes to pay off the bonds She said county 
officials told her the job could be assumed without any special 
expense 


Suprisingly, she said, none of the district directors objected when 
she appealed to the Local Agency Formation Commission, which 
adopted a recommendation of dissolution and sent it to the Contra 
Costa County Board of Supervisors for a final decision. Not only 
would the operating costs be disposed of, she said, but directors 
volunteered that the district had a reserve fund of $46,000 which 
might be applied to retirement of the debt. 


That kind of interest in public affairs, and constructivetfollow- 
through is worth a lot more than loud-voiced complaints. Efficient 
local government is a result of vigilant scrutiny of its operations.

WASHINGTON — For 40 
years, sludge from sewage 
plants in the New York area has 
been hauled by barge outside 
New York harbor and dumped 
unceremoniously into the ocean. 
Now an alarming new report 
has shown that the practice — 
which is widespread along 
America’s coastal areas — has 
destroyed all sea life for miles 
around the dumping point. 
The study lends credence to 
the warnings of ecologists that 
the increasing use of the ocean 
as a national waste dump could 
eradicate all life in the country’s 
coastal waters within a half- 
century. 
The report was commissioned 
by the Army 
Engineers to 
determ ine whether licenses 
should continue to he granted 
for offshore dumping around 
New York and other coastal 
cities. 
The study also found that the 
offshore dumping of muck, 
dredged from harbor channels 
and river bottoms in the New 
York area, 
has 
an equally 
devastating effect on marine 
life. 
The sewage sludge is solid 
residue from 19 metropolitan 
New York w aste-treatm ent 
plants. More than four million 
tons of it are emptied into the 
Atlantic every year at a point 
about seven miles from both the 
New Jersey and Long Island 
shores 
Ordinarily, 
these 
waters 
would be teeming with shellfish 
and other sea life. But the 
researchers found that in a 14- 
square-mile area around the 
dumping point, most marine life 
has vanished 
In one five-square-mile area, 
there was no sign of life what­ 
soever. Even durable varieties 
of sea worms, which normally 
survive in polluted water, had 
been killed off. 
The report found further that 
marine life had been virtually 
wiped out in still another five- 
square-mile area where muck 
dredged from nearby harbor 
and river bottoms had been 
deposited 
This information comes at a 
time when both industries and 
municipalities are looking in­ 
creasingly toward the oceans as 
a possible cheap solution to the 
pollution problems that have 
turned the nation’s inland 
waters into open sewers. 
If the damage to sea life from 
sludge, which is at least par 
tially treated, can be so severe, 
then raw sewage from industrial 
plants and city sewers poses an 
even greater threat. 


TOBACCO WINDFALL 
Producers of vegetables and 
fruits pay the Agriculture 
Department $10.8 million a year 
from their own pockets to make 
sure their products are ac­ 
curately graded But the lords of 
the tobacco industry get a free 
inspection job from Agriculture 


As a result, the taxpayer paid 
$2.9 million in 1969 so that the 
Agriculture Department could 
inspect tobacco for quality, leaf 
location and color of leaf — 
everything but how many puffs 
it takes for a full-fledged case of 
lung cancer or emphysema. 
The 
tobacco 
program 
has 
been quietly sending up tax 
dollars in sm oke in this manner 
since 1935 Only cotton gets the 
same sort of free inspection 
service. 
The Nixon administration has 
asked that the tobacco industry 
fund its own way. But the 
tobacco interests have hidden 
power on Capitol Hill. 


THOMPSON’S TALE

Apparently, he didn’t expect 
reporters to look beyond his 
press release. Some took the 
trouble, however, to check the 
952-page hearing record of the 
House Commerce and Finance 
Subcommittee on which Flet­ 
cher serves 
It was 
before this sub­ 
committee that the mutual fund 
lobby made a last stand for self­ 
regulation 
in 
face of 
the 
Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission’s efforts to bring 
some small reform to the in­ 
dustry. No one fought more 
doggedly to kill the SEC bill than 
Thompson. 


Actually, he swung his club 
more heavily than did the lob­ 
byists, themselves. 
“I happen to be a person, 
unless

see 
a 
need 
for 
legislation 
I 
don t 
want 
legislation,” 
he said after 
hearing detailed evidence of the 
need for legislation, indeed, 
even after some of the lobbyists 
had agreed to go along with the 
bill.

Fletcher Thompson’s small- 
investor constituents may want 
to read for themselves these and 
many more of his statements in 
the 972-page record — instead of 
his public relations bombast 
about what he does for fund 
buyers.

Fashions Check Out

Back in 1968 Robert Wagner, 
who was Mayor of New York, 
refused Ibn Saud the routine 
reception to which visiting 
heads of state are traditionally 
entitled. The following year. 
Mayor Wagner presided over an 
enormous affair in honor of 
Nikita Khrushchev, who was 
head of the Soviet state. 
There 
were 
those 
who 
remarked the anomaly. Myself, 
for instance. “Last year’’ (I 
wrote in National Review), 
‘ Mayor Wagner ostentatiously 
announced his refusal to greet 
Ibn Saud on the grounds that Ibn 
Saud discrim inates against 
Jews in Saudi Arabia Now, as 
everybody 
knows, 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
not 
only 
discriminates against Jews, he 
kills them On the other hand, he 
does much the same thing to 
Catholics 
and 
Protestants. 
Maybe th at is why Mayor 
Wagner has consented to honor 
K h ru sh ch ev : 
K hrushchev 
murders people without regard 
to race, color, or creed. . . and 
therefore, whatever he is guilty 
of, 
he 
is 
not 
guilty 
of 
discrimination ” 
Whatever Mr. John Lindsay’s 
dedication to a New Politics in 
1965, it did not carry over to 
extending the routine courtesies 
to King Ibn Saud’s brother and 
successor, King Faisal when he 
came to town in 1966 The same 
boycott was promulgated. And 
now Mayor Lindsay has an­ 
nounced that he will boycott the 
President of France, who has 
helped the Arabs, who are at 
war with Israel. 
At this rate, after the next 
election, Mr. Lindsay will refuse 
to receive the head of a state 
that helps any state that helps 
the Arabs to hurt the Jews— but 
not. that would mean he would 
able to 
tender the 
court- 
tesies 
of 
the 
City 
to 
the 
President of the United States. 
We have helped France in the 
past and continue to do so: in­ 
deed, we share a major treaty 
with the French, the Atlantic 
Pact. 
What rounds off the paradox is 
that a typical week does not go 
by without Mr. Lindsay’s en­ 
tertaining or being entertained 
by some functionary of the 
Soviet Union. Granted, it is not 
possible to bring Mayor Lindsay 
into dudgeon, any more than his 
predecessor, for what the Soviet 
Union does routinely to the 
freedom of the Czechs or 
Hungarians or Rumanians or 
Poles or whoever. But the same 
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Soviet Union is almost single- 
handedly responsible for arming 
the Arabs, who went to war 
against Israel in 1967 armed by 
an estimated two billion dollars 
worth of Soviet military hard­ 
ware. 
By contrast, the French 
commitment to Libya is for one 
hundred million dollars. But, 
you see, it is unfashionable to be 
anti-Communist in New York, 
and fashionable to be pro-Israel. 
So that the one negative fashion 
more or less balances the other 
positive fashion, and they check 
themselves out. On the other 
hand, being anti-French is not 
particularly unfashionable, to 
say nothing of being anti-Arab. 
So the mayor, feeding all of the 
political 
prejudices 
into the 
computer, comes out with a 
boycott of Pompidou. 
A thought or two: 
1) Those of us who hoped 14 
years ago that Israel would 
reach Cairo, who deplored the 
assassination of King Faisal II 
of Iraq, who nave applauded 
Bourguiba’s moderation, and 
cheered the Israeli victory of 
1967, feel safe in observing that 
the boycott of Pompidou under 
the circumstances is just plain 
stupid. 
In the first place it will not 
affect French policy. In the 
second place it neglects to un­ 
derstand what Pompidou 
is 
plainly up to. He is concerned to 
do two things. One is to secure 
France’s interest in Lubyan oil. 
Second, Pompidou is attempting 
to persuade the Mideast to 
lessen its reliance on Soviet 
arms, in preference for French 
arms, intending, that way, to 
reassert 
a 
w estern, 
and 
presumably more benign in­ 
fluence on 
Mideast 
politics, 
from 
which 
Israel 
would 
ultimately profit. 


2) Jewish leaders in New York 
City should surely speak out 
against the vulgarization of 
diplomacy by Mr. Lindsay. “I do 
not think it is fitting that our 
great city pay homage to a 
foreign president who displayed 
such contempt for world peace,” 
com m ented 
C ongressm an 
Podell of Brooklyn. Can anyone 
imagine his saying the same 
thing if the French had just 
finished sending one hundred 
million dollars worth of jet 
planes 
to 
Israel? 
It 
is 
humiliating for a proud people to 
be treated to the social and 
diplom atic 
equivalent 
of 
currying favor by eating blint- 
zes.

Tracking Down Allergies

IN D IFFER EN C E CAN MAKE A SLUM, TOO 
GROVE CITY, OHIO, RECORD: “What makes a slum? That 
first broken window? Or the door off its hinges? The gutter that was 
to be repaired tomorrow, or the other little fix-up, clean-up jobs 
that were never done? . . . How do we eliminate slums? The first 
answer is to overcome the indifference of the people.” 


ALLERGY is such a fre ­ 
quent facto r in disease th a t 
m any patients m istakenly be­ 
lieve th a t it is an easy out for 
doctors when a diagnosis is 
difficult. This is not true. The 
diagnosis of allergy dem ands 
very exact medical reasoning, 
because 
so 
m any 
strange 
sym ptom s can 
be caused by 
this disorder. 
A 
vast 
a- 
m ount of new 
scientific 
in­ 
form ation 
is 
constantly be­ 
ing added to 
th a t which we 
know about a l­ 
lergy, and yet 
v ast areas are 
still unknown. 
M any term s are confusing 
to people who are allergic. 
P erhaps they can gain a better 
insight into their condition by 
an understanding of w hat a l­ 
lergy really is. 
In general, an allergic per­ 
son is one who is either born 
w ith or acquires an unusual 
reaction to a substance th a t 
he m ight eat, smell, inhale, or 
be in contact with. A ny one of 
m any offending substances are 
known as antigens. 
A shock organ is one th a t 
is affected by an irrita tin g or 
offending antigen. The nose is 
a shock organ for sufferers of 
hay fever. The skin is the o r­ 
gan affected by hives. The in­ 
testines are the shock organs 
affected in some cases of co­ 
litis. The lungs are the shock 
organs in asthm a. 
A n antibody is the substance 
which is m anufactured by the 
body when an antigen or of­ 
fender enters it. 
The reaction betw een the 
antigen and the antibody caus­ 
es some change in the shock 
organ and produces the sym p­ 
tom s of allergy. 
It 
is 
apparent, 
therefore, 
th a t 
the 
offending 
antigen 
m ust 
be 
elim inated 
if 
the 
sym ptom s are to be dim in­ 
ished. Som etim es it can be 
found and, by a process of de- 
sensitization, the patien t m ay 
be relieved of the distressing 
com plaints. 
I t takes a g reat deal of 
medical “detectiving” to un­ 
cover the offender. The spe- 
ci&lst in allergy uses a variety 


of m ethods of testing to pin­ 
point the exact offender or 
com bination of offenders. 
P atience is one of the m ost 
im portant ingredients in the 
handling of a severely allergic 
p a t i e n t . T heir distressing 
sym ptom s and understandable 
annoyance too often interfere 
w ith the consistent treatm en t 
so necessary for a satisfactory 
control. Dr. Sheppard Siegal, a 
New York C ity specialist in 
allergy, 
said in a personal 
com m unication to me, ‘‘Im pa­ 
tience and lack of continued 
cooperation between the p a ­ 
tie n t and the doctor is the 
single and m ost im portant rea­ 
son for failure to obtain ex­ 
cellent results.” 
•

This country would br better off for a kit more citizens like Mrs 
Seymour Goodmacher of Walnut Creek She didn't just note 
something that didn't make sense and perhaps tell her husband or 
the neighbors about it. She did something about it, and thereby will 
undoubtedlv save her community considerable monev 
The incident came about because Mrs Goodmacher. enrolled in 
a course on local government at Diablo Valley College, began 
wondering why she was paying taxes both to the small San Ramon 
Water District and the large East Bay Municipal Utility District 
She learned the San Ramon district was formed in 1956 to pass a 
bond issue and because the bond debt still existed, so did the 
district although it no longer carried out any 'operations 
That didn’t satisfy her She began asking why the district still has 
an office, a secretary an attorney, five expenses-paid directors, 
and $5.050 annual operating costs Her teacher told her that if she 
wanted to do something, three signatures from land owners in the 
district could force a hearing on dissolution With her engineer 
geologist husband lending encouragement, she got eight neighbors 
to sign a petition calling for turning over to the county government 
the chore of collecting taxes to pay off the bonds She said county 
officials told her the job could be assumed without any special 
expense 
Suprisingly. she said, none of the district directors objected when 
she appealed to the Local Agency Formation Commission, which 
adopted a recommendation of dissolution and sent it to the Contra 
Costa County Board of Supervisors for a final decision. Not only 
would the operating coats be disposed of, she said, but directors 
volunteered that the district had a reserve fund of $46.000 which 
might be applied to retirement of the debt

Back m 1968 Robert Wagner 
who wa* Mayor of New York, 
refused I bn Saud the routine 
reception to which visiting 
heads of state are traditionally 
entitled The following year 
Mayor Wagner presided over an 
enormous affair in honor of 
Nikita Khrushchev, who was 
head of the Soviet state 
There were those who 
remarked the anomaly Myself, 
for instance. “Last year” (I 
wrote in National Review), 
* Mayor W agner ostentatiously 
announced his refusal to greet 
I bn Saud on the ground* that I bn 
Saud discriminates against 
Jews in Saudi Arabia. Now. as 
everybody 
knows. 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
not 
only 
discriminates against Jews, he 
kills them On the other hand, he 
does much the same thing to 
Catholics and Protestants. 
Maybe that is why Mayor 
Wagner has consented to honor 
Khrushchev: Khrushchev 
murders people without regard 
to race, color, or creed. . . and 
therefore, whatever he is guilty 
of, he is not guilty ot 
discrimination” 
Whatever Mr. John Lindsay’s 
dedication to a New Politics in 
1965, it did not carry over to 
extending the routine courtesies 
to King Ibn Baud’s brother and 
successor, King Faisal when he 
came to town in 1966. The same 
boycott was promulgated And 
now Mayor Lindsay has an­ 
nounced that he will boycott the 
President of France, who has 
helped the Arabs, who are at 
war with Israel. 
At this rate, after the next 
election, Mr. Lindsay will refuse 
to receive the head of a state 
that helps any state that helps 
the Arabs to hurt the Jews— but 
not, that would mean he would 
able to tender the court- 
tesies of the City to the 
President of the United States. 
We have helped France in the 
past and continue to do SO': in­ 
deed, we share a major treaty 
with the French, the Atlantic 
Pact. 
What rounds, off the pa.rad.ox is 
that a typical week does not go 
by without Mr Lindsay’s en­ 
tertaining or being entertained 
by some functionary of the 
Soviet Union. Granted, it is not 
possible to bring Mayor Lindsay 
into dudgeon, any more than his

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Soviet Union ts almost single- 
handedly responsible for arming 
the Arabs, who went to war 
agamst Israel in 196?' armed by 
an estimated two billion dollars 
worth of Soviet military hard­ 
ware. 
By contrast, the French 
commitment to Libya is for one 
hundred million dollars But, 
you see, it is unfashionable to be 
anti-Communist in New York, 
and fashionable to be pro-Israel. 
So that the one negative fashion 
more or less balances the other 
positive fashion, and they check 
themselves out On the other 
hand, being anti-French is not 
particularly unfashionable, to 
say nothing of being anti-Arab 
So the mayor, feeding all of the 
political prejudices into 'the 
computer, comes out with a 
boycott of Pompidou. 
A thought or two: 
1) Those of us who hoped 14 
years ago that Israel would 
reach Cairo, who deplored the 
assassination of King Faisal II 
of Iraq, who nave applauded 
Bourguiba’s moderation, and 
cheered the Israeli victory of 
1,967, feel, .safe in observing that, 
the boycott of Pompidou under 
the circumstances is just plain 
stupid 
In the first place it will not 
affect French policy. In the 
second place it neglects to un­ 
derstand what Pompidou is 
plainly up to. He is concerned to 
do two things, One is to secure 
France’s interest in Lubyan oil. 
Second, Pompidou is attempting 
to persuade the Mideast to 
lessen its reliance on Soviet 
arms, in preference for French 
arms, intending, that way, to 
reassert a western, and 
presumably more benign in­ 
fluence on Mideast politics, 
from which Israel would 
ultimately profit. 
2) Jewish leaders in New York 
City should surely speak out 
against the vulgarization of 
diplomacy by Mr. Lindsay. “I do 
not think it is fitting that our 
great city pay homage to a 
foreign president who displayed 
such contempt for world peace,” 
commented Congressman 
Podell of Brooklyn. Can anyone 
imagine his saying the same 
thing if the French had just 
finished sending one hundred 
million dollars worth of jet 
planes to Israel? It is 
humiliating for a proud people to 
be treated to the social and 
diplomatic 
equivalent 
of 
currying favor by eating blint- 
zes.

Is one who is either taorh 
with or acquires an unusual 
reaction to a substance that 
he might eat, smell, inhale, or 
be in contact with. Any one of 
many offending substances are 
known as antigens.

The 
1970 annual winter 


waterfowl survey has shown a 53 
per cent increase over a year 
ago and the highest winter duck 
populations in a decade, the 
Department of Fish and Game 
reported today. 


The census tallied 4,823,000 


ducks, nearly half of them 
pintails, and 773,000 geese, 
according to DFG Waterfowl 
Coordinator Frank Kozlik. 


Kozlik 
said 
the 
duck 


populations were the highest for 
the winter survey since the late 
1950s. 


"Duck populations evidently 


reflected the good production 
that occurred on the northern 
nesting grounds," Kozlik said. 
"It also substantiated the 
forecast that called for an in- 
crease of the population. 


"Goose populations had been 


expected to be about the same 
level as a year ago, and they 
showed an increase of 14 per 
cent," he said. 


The survey tallied 2,314,000 


pintails, an increase of nearly 50 
per cent over a year ago. The 
other major species — mallards 
(563,000), widgeon (866,000), and 
shovelers )680,000) — all showed 
substantial increase. 


Earlier, the DFG reported 


that the bag on public hunting 
areas was up 33 per cent for 
1969-70 over the 1968-69 
Census

estimates on the main con- 
centration areas, with ground 
counts in the outlying areas. The 


winter survey is conducted 
annually at the close of the 
hunting season and is an in- 
dicator of the number of bids 
that will be returning to the 
nesting grounds from their 
California wintering grounds.

* * Duck populations evident ly 
reflected the good production 
'that, occurred on the northern 
nesting grounds," Kozlik said 
"It also substantiated the 
forecast that called for an in­ 
crease of the population. 
“Goose populations had been 
expected to be about, the same 
level as a year ago, and they 
showed an increase of 14 per 
cent,” he said 
The survey tallied 2,314,000 
pintails, an increase of nearly 50 
per cent over a year ago. The 
other major species — mallards 
1563,000), wldgeon {866,000>, and 
shovelers >680,000) — all showed 
substantial increase. 
Earlier, the DFG reported 
that the bag on public hunting

Majority Leader Carl Albert is 
stepping up his attack on the 
Nixon administration, and this 
is seen by many as the beginning

The stepped-up attack comes 


at a time when a group of 
liberals is attempting to get 
aging Speaker John McCormack 
to step aside after this session, 
and when Rep. Wilbur Mills of 
Arkansas is being mentioned 
more often for the speakership. 


Unlike most 
presidential 


critics who speak out on a 
variety of issues — the war, 
crime, inflation — Albert is 
keeping his criticisms in the 
economic sphere. 


Albert's criticism was among 


the most severe offered of the 
president's State of the Union 


message when he said Nixon 
failed to give emphasis to the 
economic problems. 


The 
criticism 
became 


stronger this week when the 
dimunitive Oklahoman hit out at 
the president's budget message. 
Albert said he was in accord 
with Nixon's sentiments on 
environmental control, but 
added: 


"A careful examination of the 


more prosaic budget tables, 
however, 
reveals 
a 
wide 


disparity between the rhetoric of 
his message and the cold hard 
figures as to recommended 
appropriations, indicating what 
he actually plans to spend." 


And, "We have welcomed the 


president's support. Candor, 
however, requires an expression 
of deep regret on my part over 
the president's 
failure to 


translate the noble generalities 
which he has uttered into a firm 
financial commitment to wage 


the necessary all-out attack, if 
our environment is to be saved." 


On the president's economic 


report, Congressman 
Albert 


says Nixon offers no checks to 
runaway inflation. And he 
further indicates the inflation is 
due to present policies rather 
than to deficit spending under 
the Johnson administration. 


"A lack of a sense of urgency 


as to this nation's current 
economic 
dilemma 
best 


characterizes President Nixon's 
1970 economic report," Albert 
said. 


"The country continues to 


experience its worst inflationary- 
binge in. 20 years, and economic 
indicators point to an ever 
starker picture of an economy 
deteriorating at a rapidly ac- 
celerating pace, he added.

The tone of the Kremlin's 


diplomacy suggests that it is 
frightened by the prospect of a 
gathering storm over the Middle 
East. It may mean that Moscow 
is unwilling at this time to face a 
new major crisis and is seeking 
some way to head it off. 


While its bargaining may be 


tough, Moscow appears con- 
cerned that its whole foreign 
policy drive may be thrown into 
a tailspin by the intensifying 
Arab-Israeli hostilities. 


In 
its 
latest 
note 
to 


Washington, 
Moscow 
has 


threatened to escalate the arms 
race in the Middle East by 
sending more arms to Egypt. 
Yet the thrust of its diplomatic 
activity suggests deep worry. 
The Kremlin has been sending 
out warnings to the Americans, 
British and French of rising 
peril in the Middle East as if the 
Russians were digging in for a 
round of horse-training. 


The Middle East is a tangle for 


both superpowers. For each, 
more is at stake than just its 
explicit interests in the area. 


For the Russians, a red hot 


new crisis could upset plans to 
take some of the heat from East- 
West relations in Europe. For 
both it can jolt whatever hopes 
have been invested in SALT, the 
strategic arms limitation talks 
due to reopen in Vienna in April. 


Washington and Moscow have 
parallel interests in limiting 
super-weapons. For each, the 
race has been a heavy drain. 
This has been especially true of 
the Soviet Union, which has been 
wrestling with problems of a 
consumer economy 
suffering 


from neglect because of the 
arms race. 


In a major policy address last 


July, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko said the Middle 
East "exerts great influence on 
the situation, of the world as a 
whole" and is a "dangerous - 
hotbed which can have serious 
consequences." 


Gromyko risked offending the 


Arabs by asserting Soviet 
willingness for a settlement 
involving 
"simultaneous 


recognition of all states of the 
Middle East, including Israel, to 
an 
independent 
national 


existence." Most Arab leaders 
deny that Israel has the right to 
independent existence in their 
midst. 


If Moscow concedes Israel's 


right to live, it might also, in 
tense circumstances, concede a 
little more. Soviet and American 
positions on a prospective 
settlement are not far apart, and 
each power is in a position to 
bring pressure for de-escalation 
of the conflict. 


Much more than Vietnam, the 


Middle East threatens to in- 
terfere with progress on other 


issues. The Russians probably 
are less agitated about Vietnam 
than they let on, but the Middle 
East is another case. Moscow 
has extended and committed 
itself and now has a con- 
siderable investment to project. 


The issue is the more difficult 


because it often has been a 
source of division in the 
Kremlin. This was so at the time 
of the 1956 Suez crisis and again 
during the 1967 war. Soviet 
hawks see the Middle East as of 
extreme strategic importance, 
and with each recurring crisis it 
has been evident that a group in 
the Soviet leadership 
has 


demanded a tough stance. 


Soviet policy makers are now 


trying to encourage an all- 
European 
conference 
on 


security, 
even 
with 
the 


Americans taking part. The 
civilian leaders also show in- 
terest in exploring possibilities 
for easing the arms race. 


Should 
the 
Arab-Israeli 


conflict develop into a fourth 
full-blown war, it surely would 
erode whatever enthusiasm 
there might be in the West for 
such undertakings for some 
time to come. Indeed, the crisis 
probably would be even more 
dangerous 
than 
its 


predecessors. And even if the 
danger subsided, the damage 
done to the world's nerves could 
set Soviet policy aims back a 
number of years.

message when he said Nixon 
failed to give emphasis to the 
economic problems.

stronger this week when the 
dimunitiveOklahoman hit out at 
the president’s budget message. 
Albert said he was in accord 
with Nixon’s sentim ents on 
environm ental control, but 
added: 
“A careful examination of the 
more prosaic budget tables, 
however, 
reveals

wide 
disparity between the rhetoric of 
his message and the cold hard 
figures as to recommended 
appropriations, indicating what 
he actually plans to spend.” 
And, ‘‘We have welcomed the 
president’s support. Candor, 
however, requires an expression 
of deep regret on my part over 
the

to 
translate the noble generalities 
which he has uttered into a firm 
financial commitment to wage 


the necessary all-out attack, if 
our environment is to be saved ” 
On the president's economic 
report, Congressman

says Nixon offers no checks to 
runaway inflation.

The tone of the Kremlin's 
diplomacy suggests that it is 
frightened by the prospect of a 
gathering storm over the Middle 
East. It may mean that Moscow 
is unwilling at this time to face a 
new major crisis and is seeking 
some way to head it off. 
While its bargaining may be 
tough, Moscow appears con­ 
cerned that its whole foreign 
policy drive may be thrown into 
a tailspin by the intensifying 
Arab-Israeli hostilities. 
In 
its 
latest 
note 
to 
Washington, 
Moscow 
has 
threatened to escalate the arms 
race in the Middle East by 
sending more arms to Egypt 
Yet the thrust of its diplomatic 
activity suggests deep worry. 
The Kremlin has been sending 
out warnings to the Americans, 
British and French of rising 
peril in the Middle East as if the 
Russians were digging in for a 
round of horse-training. 
The Middle East is a tangle for 
both superpowers. For each, 
more is at stake than just its 
explicit interests in the area. 
For the Russians, a red hot 
new crisis could upset plans to 
take some of the heat from East- 
West relations in Europe. For 
both it can jolt whatever hopes 
have been invested in SALT, the 
strategic arms limitation talks 
due to reopen in Vienna in April 


Washington and Moscow have 
parallel interests in limiting 
superweapons. For each, the 
race has been a heavy drain. 
This has been especially true of 
the Soviet Union, which has been 
wrestling with problems of a 
consumer economy suffering 
from neglect because of the 
arms race. 
In a major policy address last 
July, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko said the Middle 
East “exerts great influence on 
the situation of the world as a 
whole” and is a “dangerous - 
hotbed which can have serious 
consequences ” 
Gromyko risked offending the 
Arabs by asserting Soviet 
willingness for a settlement 
involving 
“ sim ultaneous 
recognition of all states of the 
Middle East, including Israel, to 
an 
independent 
national 
existence.” Most Arab leaders 
deny that Israel has the right to 
independent existence in their 
midst. 
If Moscow concedes Israel’s 
right to live, it might also, in 
tense circumstances, concede a 
little more. Soviet and American 
positions on a 
prospective 
settlement are not far apart, and 
each power is in a position to 
bring pressure for de-escalation 
of the conflict. 
Much more than Vietnam, the 
Middle East threatens to in­ 
terfere with progress on other 


issues. The Russians probably 
are less agitated about Vietnam 
than they let on, but the Middle 
East is another case. Moscow 
has extended and committed 
itself and now has a 
con­ 
siderable investment to project. 
The issue is the more difficult 
because it often has been a 
source of division 
in 
the 
Kremlin. This was so at the time 
of the 1956 Suez crisis and again 
during the 1967 war. Soviet 
hawks see the Middle East as of 
extreme strategic importance, 
and with each recurring crisis it 
has been evident that a group in 
the Soviet 
leadership 
has 
demanded a tough stance. 
Soviet policy makers are now- 
trying to encourage an all- 
European 
conference 
on 
security, 
even 
with 
the 
Americans taking part 
The 
civilian leaders also show in­ 
terest in exploring possibilities 
for easing the arms race. 
Should 
the 
A rab-Israeli 
conflict develop into a fourth 
full-blown war, it surely would 
erode w hatever enthusiasm 
there might be in the West for 
such undertakings for some 
time to come. Indeed, the crisis 
probably would be even more 
dangerous 
than 
its 
predecessors. And even if the 
danger subsided, the damage 
done to the world’s nerves could 
set Soviet policy aims back a 
number of years.
